He
then received & ticket-ofleave, and
worked w8 servant  to  the  brother
of Colonel Henderson, the comwaudant of the
prison, for two years and o half, nod then leit
with u cortifente forgood conduet, and obtanel
| pardon for the remainder of his term, “Afcer-
wirds he lost the document grantiog his pardon,
but he believea that It coutuined a condition
that be might go to any part of her Majesty's
dominione, except to the united kingdom ol
Grenl Britain apd Ireland, until the expiration
©f the lerm ol his gentence. Being desirous of
remniving in Ausitslin, he went to  Ades
lalde, where he was, immedintely on hls ar-
rival, recognized by the police w8 a par-
doned conviet, aud taken belore & beneh of mu
gletriies, who told him he must lesve Adelaide
within _ eeven days or they would send
him to prison for three sears, He produced to
them his pardon, and was told oy one ot the
miagistrates that it was of no use to him there,
that he must go back to Boginnd, aud that, if

ast number of liguids, and hencs concludes
that all liquids have their index of refraction
‘dindnished by heat. He had also turned his
attention to solids, bat on f(inding that
the refractive index of crown glass was
not changed by heat he discontinned
his investigation; but Fizean of I'rance
bad since digcovered that in mnearly all
cases the refraotive index of solids is inoreased
by leat, the two exceptions notmir::g him
being crown glass, which is not altered, and
fluor spar, which has its refractive power di-
minished by heat. Dr. Gladstone and the
Rev. Pelhiam Dale, while experimenting toge-
ther, had discovered one optical property
which was constant under varying tempera-
tures and common to solid, liguid, and gaseous
couditions, namely, the epecific refractive
energy; that is to say, the 1efractive index,
minus one, divided t}&y the density. The aﬁe-
cifl energy multiplied by the atomio weight,
of a Lody will give it its refraction equivalent.
Tables had been computed by the lecturer
ghiowing the atomic weightsof varions elemen-
tary substances and their corresponding re-
fractive equivalents,which were then exhibited,
Compound bodies Fenun.lly possess the mean
refracting power of their constituents, By ex-
periment it was shown that on mixing spirits
and water the resulting lignid gives a little
more refraction than either of these sub-
stances hefore mixture, owing to a slight con-
traction in bulk when gpirits and water are
mixed, the inecreasad refraction baing dne
entirely to increased density, The most gene-
ral law arrived at fros these regsarches is that
the refraction equivalent of any substance
(whether a wmixture or a troe chemieal com-
ound) is the sum of the refractive equive-
ents of its coustituents. The substance of
greatest dispersive power now known is melted
phosphorus, Next to it stands oxychloride of
vanadium, then follows sulphur, It might be
giked why some substances, such as loeland
gpar, are donble refractivg? Dr. Gladstone
believed suoh snbstances have different degrees
of tensgion in different directions. The atoms
may be more free to move in one way than in
another, #o that in ome direction they offer
more resistance to the passage of light. Con-
sequently on dissolviog suneh substances the
property of double refraction shonld disap-

gar, Such on experiment is found to be the
aot, the solutions of such orystals give only
one fmage, which is abont the mean of the two
geen in the solid.

Grear Buipor Oven tne Opo Riven.—The
iron rallway bridge mnow In gourse of con-
stroction between Lomnisville, Ky,, and Jeilar-
sonville, Ind,, will be just one mile in length.
It will have 24 spans, two of these will ba 370
feet each, and six 2400 feet each. KExcepting
on the longest epsns, the rails will be placed
on the tops of the girders, these being of the
class known a8 Lthe Fink tross, A description
of the truss is liere quoted from a paper on
“American Iron Dridges,” read by Mr. Colburn
belore the Loudon Institution of Civil Kogi-
neers. ‘‘In this bridge a pair of diagonal ten-
sion bars coup=ot the foot of the prinoipal
strat or ‘kivg post’ in each truss with the
ends of the top ohord. This pair of disgonal
bars supports one of the whkole weight of the
truss and its load. Laeh half span is subdivi-
ded by a strut and two diagonal tension bars
extend, one to the nearest end of the top chord,
and the other tothe top of the oentre post. Kach
quarter span is again subdivided inte eighths,
and these again, for spans greater than 100
feet, into sixteenths. In a trass of this kind,
having 16 panels, the weight of the bottom of
the gurut nearest Lo either of the plers is dis-
tributed as follows;—Calling the weight ons,
one-half is travsferred directly throngh a tan-
slon-rod to the nearest end of the top-chord,
and thus npon the pier. The other half is
carried to the top of the second strut from
tke pier, and is received at the bottom of that
strut by & pair of tension-rods, which snb-
divide this Lalf between them, ons-fonrth
being taken direotly to the nearest pisr, while
the other fourth ig tramsferred to the top of
the strut at the quarter span. Thias fourth is
again subdivided at the foot of this strut, one-
elghth being travsmitted through a tension-
rod to the nearest pier, while the other eighth
passed to the top of the middle strut of the
whole span, and is received at the foot of
this strut by the main tension rods, which
thus transmit one-sixteenth of the original
load to each pier. Thus the weight at the foot
of the first strut from the end of the truss, is
distribnted as follows:—COune-half, one-fourth,
one-gighth, oue-sixteenth, or in all [fteen-

sixteenths of that weight reach the top of the
nearest piar through fonr convarging sata of

tension rods, while the remaining sixteenth
reaches the opposite pier, after having been
first brought to the foot of the centre strat,
through the intervention of three separate
systems of tension bars. With the exception
of the load atthe foot of the centre strat,
which load is transmitted direotly to the piers,
the loads at the bottom of the vertical struta
are more or less subdivided in the maoner
Jjust described, before reaching the enis of the
trugs.””
